Improvement, of Vermont 
Ave. between Torrance 
Blvd and 214th St. was ap­ 
proved by the Board of Sup­ 
ervisors announces Super­ 
visor Kenneth Tahn..

Bids for the project will 
be opened Nov. 26.

Plans and specifications 
were prepared by the Coun­ 
ty Road Department and 
work is scheduled for com­ 
pletion in February, 1964.

The improvement will 
consist of widening the high­ 
way and providing curbing, 
median dividers, and chan­ 
nelization for a quarter-mile 
section of Vermont from 
Torrance Blvd southerly.
